4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The present invention is directed of estimating skew angle in a document image. 

Non Of the prior art on record teaches or suggests determining an erosion of the 
run-length-smoothed image by a linear structuring element oriented at each of a 
plurality of different angles, so as to determine the angle at which a surface area of the 
eroded image is maximum, the angle being designated as the skew angle of the 
document image as required by independent claims 1,11 and 22. Desari et al. disclose 
a system for automatically determining and correcting the orientation of an image for 
document processing that is 90 degrees or 180 degrees out of alignment. Desari et al. 
fails for determining an erosion of the run-length-smoothed image by a linear structuring 
element oriented at each of a plurality of different angles, so as to determine the angle 
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at which a surface area of the eroded image is maximum, the angle being designated 
as the skew angle of the document image.
